Yesterday the types made us say these poets 
appeared in Troup county.“ They are great 
pests, but we have yet to see any poetry in their 
numbers and movement.

DEAR Sik-I send you by express to day, | 
some grasshoppers, to ask if they are the same 
kind which have been so destrucive out west. 
They appeared herein my clover, about two 
weeks ago, and are now in countiess numbers 
and have eaten all the leaves off the clover and 
are now eating the stems. 

So lar I have not seen them anywhere else 
than iu the clover, but fear when they get 
throuhg with that, they may go to the corn and 
cotton. They are now of all sizes, fr m the 
smallest to the largest with wings and ar eating 
very r. pidly. I would be glad to near from you 
on the subject and ang iuformation will be 
thankfully received.

The wings, however, are growing 
and ina very short time they will bo aime t¢ 
fly. 

They do not deposit eggs during their pres- 
eut stage of growth. 

After changing or moulting five times, they 
become full-grown grashoppers ot locusts. 

They then pair off, and the females begin to

I would advise you and all other farmers, to 
destroy them by every m ans in your power.

A correspondent of the Charleston 
News and Courier discusses at consid- 
erable length the paramount economic 
problem in the south. The times fore- 
shadow widespread distress to all class- 
es, unless to use his own words, “ 
speedy betterment is brought about.“ 
Cotton could be profitably raised at 
present prices if planters were out of 
debt, but owing to the neglect in pro- 
ducing abundant provision crops, they 
are not out of debt. On the contrary 
uhey are sadly in debt as a rule, and 
the prospect is not a good one. 

1 he low price of cotton is not attrib- 
utable solely to excessive production, 
although that is the chief cause. It is 
aided by the system of short selling. 
The spinner and the short seller now 
work together, the two forming a pow- 
erful combination, whose united ener- 
gies are devoted to the task of getting 
cotton as cheaply as possible, regard. 
less of other interests, and especially 
of the farming interest. 

What is the remedy? How shall the 
cotton planters become masters of 
the situation? The News’ correspon- 
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Hon. Gro. E Podn, whose death from 
paralysis, was announced yesterday, 
was born in Connecticut in 1822. Not 
long after his admission to the bar the 
Mexican war broke out, and he served 
until its close as a captain of an Ohio 
regiment. On his return from Mexico 
in 1848, he became the law partner of 
Hon. Geo. H. Pendleton. After serv- 
ing in the Ohio legislature, as city at- 
torney for Cincinnati and as attorney 
general for the state, he was in 1854 
elected to the United States senate. |’ 
Here he served for a long period as a 
member of the judiciary committee, 
and took an active part in the proceed- 
ings of the body. 

In the Ohio democratic state con- 
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dent thinks the only remedy 
lies in a grand cotton planters’ protec- 
tive association—in a grand co-opera- 
tive movement to control production— 
such a movement «ss would turn the 
bears into bulls, cripple, if not destroy, 
the dangerous system of short-selling, 
and force the money rings to speculate 
in favor of cotton instead of aguinst it. 
He would have the cotton planters join 
an association that has power to decide 
every year what amount ol land isto be 
planted in cotton, so as to regulate the 
approximate number of bales which 
will be produced et ch year, due regard 
being had to the policv of not having 
the crop too large or too small, but such 
a crop as it is likely could be marketed 
at a minimum price of not less than 
fourteen cents per pound for middling 
at the ports, thus giving the farmers 
fair remuneration, and keeping prices 
within such a range as will afford fair 
profit to spinners, and tend to maintain 
the position of American cotton against 
too severe competition from India and 
other cotton-producing countries. 

Suppose, he says, it had been decid- 
ed last March that thenext cropshould 
under no circumstances exceed three 
and a half million bales, what a differ- 
ent state of things would now exist! 
Cotton instead of dragging would be 
selling freely at three cents per pound 
higher than it now is. The mills of the 
world wouldbe actiyely engaged instead 
of working short time. Goods instead 
of lumbering the shelves of mauufac- 
turers and jobbers would be in good 
demand at prices remunerative to the 
manufacturer, and we should have no 
more cries from Providence journals” 
for complete stoppage of work, so that 
the mills could get the produce of the 
poor planters for next to nothing, in 
order that New England mills could 
continue to pay big dividends at the 
expense of poor operatives and cotton 
planters. We need not follow the 
bright picture that the correspondent 
of the News proceeds to draw. He 
certainly does not exaggerate when he 
says that a limitation of the crop 
for three years to three anda half mil- 
lion bales would mean a people 
flourishing and free of debt. 

He would have every district or 
township send delegates to a state con- 
vention, which in turn shall select del- 
egates to a general convention that 
shall be convened in Atlanta or Mont- 
gomery on the first day of October. 
This general convention shall form an 
association, whore dictum as{to cotton 
acreage shall be law toevery honorable 
man. Each year it would decide what 
per cent more or less the planter should 
put in of cotton as compared with 
the previous season. The scheme is a 
beautiful one, and only lacks the cordial 
co-operation of the planting interest to 
become a success.

What he has done for the city and 
state of New York he is ready to do for 
the re -ublic.

OR VOLUNTARY ASSOCIATION OF INDIVIDUALS, 
those objecis which are at frst attempted only 
through the agency of government, AND IN LES8- 
ENING THE SPHE®E OF LEGISLATION AND ENLARG- 
ING THAT OH THE IND:VIDUAL REASON AND CON- 
SCLENCE. Our American institutions have rec- 
ognized this idea more completely than any 
oth r, and the democratic party has generally 
been the faithful guardian of its progressive de- 
Velopment. In most of the great practical ques- 
tions of our time, it has opposed the interfer- 
ence of government even for the best objects, 
and because it was soliciteus for those objects 
has preferred to trust them to wiser. saf-r and 
more efficient agencies. Devoted to the rights 
of our American industry, which is now be 
ginning to fill the world with the renown of its 
achievements, it has refused to direct its appli- 
cation by prohibititory or protective tariffs; pre- 
ferring that each man should judge how he can 
make his own labor most productive, and trust- 
ing forthe aggregate result to those natura) 
laws which enable every one of our million of 
city population to daily choose his food, and 
yet furnish buyers for everything that has been 
provided beforehand.

credit and money in aid of railroads. As 
serting the freedom of voluntary association, 
it has refused special charters, and established 
general laws of incorporation. On all these 
questions, which have largely occupied the pub- 
lic attention for a generation, because the dem- 
ocratic party has favored the ends, it has reject- 
ed the means by which large parties and many 
good men haye erroneously sought to promote 
them. To-day, while it is in favor of sobriety 
and good morals, it disowns a system of coer 
cive legislation, which cannot produce them, 
but must create many serious evils—which vio- 
lates constitutional guarantees and sound prin
